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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The Examiner has considered Applicant's amendment but determined that it does not place the Application in 
condition for allowance. Amendments to the preamble simply modify the apparatuses intended use and do not directly further limit the 
structure being-claimed. Applicant has provided an amendment that would modify the cutter blade to have a thickness in the range of 
0.1 mm to 5.00 mm. This appears to be a relatively wide range and Applicant has provided no statement in the specification why this 
range is crucial to the workability of the device. The Examiner has determined that these modifications do not place the Application in 
condition for allowance since an additional search and rejection based on this wide range of blade thickness would be required. 
Applicant again raises issue to the element of a cutter blade with cutting edges. The Examiner has considered Applicant's remarks but 
maintains the rejections both under 35 U.S.C. 112 first and second paragraph, as well as rejections based on 35 U.S.C. 102(b) and 
103(a).. 
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
